Allegations spur senators 
to call for Trump to resign

WASHINGTON — Four 
senators suggested Presi- 
dent Donald Trump should 
resign, while three women 
who accused him of sexually 
harassing them years ago 
called Monday for Congress 
to investigate their charges. 

Samantha Holvey, one of 
the women, told “Megyn 
Kelly Today” that it was 


“heartbreaking” to watch 
Americans elect Trump pres- 
ident in 2016, despite accu- 
sations made against him by 
more than a dozen women. 
But now, Holvey added, “the 
environment’s different. Let’s 
try again.” 

The former beauty queen 
claimed that Trump ogled 
her and other Miss USA 
pageant contestants in their 
dressing room in 2006. In

Bundy judge raises possibility of mistrial

A federal judge in Las 
Vegas raised the prospect of 
a mistrial Monday for four 
main defendants, including 
rancher Cliven Bundy, in the 
Bunkerville standoff case. 

The indication from U.S. 
District Judge Gloria Navarro 
came three weeks into testi- 
mony about the 2014 armed 
conflict, and after the judge 
read through a long list of 
documents, witness names 
and other information that 


she said government prose- 
cutors did not provide to de- 
fendants in a timely fashion. 

That failure to disclose de- 
tails that could benefit Bun- 
dy, sons Ammon and Ryan 
and independent Montana 
militiaman Ryan Payne was 
“sufficient to undermine the 
confidence in the outcome of 
the trial,’ Navarro said. 

She indicated that prose- 
cutors failed to meet dead- 
lines to turn over evidence at 
least seven times. 

Before making a decision, 
however, the judge dismissed 
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jurors, who had returned for 
testimony after a weeklong 
break, and she later indicat- 
ed they would not be called 
back to court until at least 
Dec. 20. 

After releasing the jury, Na- 
varro closed her courtroom 
to the public for a hearing 
with the defendants, their 
lawyers and prosecutors. 

“I hope to get the case dis- 
missed before the jurors come 
back,’ Cliven Bundy’s attor- 
ney, Bret Whipple, later said.
